In Sea Tragedy 


Body of Student Jim Weatherly 
Located Wednesday: Brother 
Haldon and Friend Unharmed

The body of the missing Jim was 
discovered in the bay near Santa 
Cruz, Wednesday afternoon at 2:30. 
Weatherly, a Hartnell student, was 
reported missing along with his 
brother Haldon and a high school 
friend, when their fishing boat did 
not return last Saturday, January 3. 


The boys began their fishing 
trip from Moss Landing at 8 
o’clock Saturday morning in a boat 
reported to have been built by the 
Weatherlys. When the party did 
not return Saturday evenin, a 
search was immediately started. 
Monday morning the missing boat 
was found by a fishing boat some 
12 miles out from Santa Cruz. Only 
two of the boys were aboard: Hal- 
don Weatherly, also a. Hartnell

student, and Paul Smiley, San 
Benito High School senior. They 
are safe at home and resting after 
exposure, 

The third boy, Jim, was re- 
ported to have donned a life jacket 
and started to swim to shore for 
help when their outboard motor 
failed. In spite of rough seas he 
figured that he would be able to 
swim the mile to shore. Since he 
left the boat he had been missing. 
Although the search was still con- 
tinuing throughout all of Wednes- 
day morning, there was little hope 
that Jim would be found alive. 

He is the son of the George 
Weatherlys of Hollister. Haldon 
and a second brother, Dan, also a 
Hartnell student, were aiding the 
Coast Guard in the search for Jim.

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Jr. Rose Bowl |New Jackets For 
Scrap Book Denied /Football Squad 


Champions are always deserving 
of something nice, and Hartnell 
pigskinners are not.ones to be left 
out. 

Recently, 35 of the football 
squad members were _ granted 
classy award jackets. The coats, 
maroon wool throughout except for 
the gold leather sleeves, were pur- 
chased for the price of $14.00 each; 
but additional money was put into 
them when gold lettering was in- 
cluded. 

Above the left pocket lettering 
reads, - - “Hartnell College Foot- 
ball,” below this is “N.C.J.C.C. 
Champs,” while “Jr. Rose Bowl 
1952” is embossed on the right 
side. 

The lettering was put on at a 
cost of $4.50 per garment, bringing 
the price to $642.50, a lot of money, 
but for a lot of football playing. 


It seems that Hartnell is not to 
have a complete scrapbook of press 
clippings on the subject. of Hart- 
nell’s participation in the Junior 
Rose Bowl. 

When the, services of the ‘‘Allen’s 
Press Clipping Bureau’ were first 
considered the cost seemed prohibi- 
tive and the project was postponed. 
When the idea’ was reconsidered 
and approved, a letter was sent to 
the bureau through the aid of the 
Salinas Chamber of Commerce, but 
it was found to be too late. 

The press clipping service re- 
turned a letter stating that, they 
were sorry, but that. such a project 
was impossible to complete at such 
a late date; it could be done only 
on a current basis. They -ex- 
plained that all the papers contain- 
ing the desired articles has already 
been processed and disposed * of 
when Hartnell’s request was _ re- 
ceived. Included was a 
that an offer of services had not 
been heeded earlier by Hartnell. 

The only remaining possibility 
as seen by the Salinas Chamber of 
Commerce was explained in a let- 
ter to Hartnell. They believe that 
copies of the Los Angeles and San 
Francisco Bay papers dating back 
to before the final decision was 
made by the Rose Bowl Commit- 
tee could be obtained, but this 
would still leave the scrap book 
without the statewide and national 
publicity clippings that could have 
been,had if the press clipping 
bureau’s services had been obtained 
in time.
